“The call is for men and more men 
for Canada, The call is loud; the call 
is earnest. It comes from the battle 
fields of France and Flanders, It is 
to the city streets and the country 
roads, The call is tor honor, justice, 
truth; for peace that means the end 
of the war, The call is for men more 
men to go up against the mustering 
battalions of despotism.”

Major Rey. Dr. W. G. (Kerby of Cal- 
gary, who has ‘been appointed chief 
recruiting officer for Alberta, an- 
nounced at the meeting at the Rice 
street market last might the object of 
the campaien in which he is in com- 
mand and the necessity for it, and he 
made his appeal to a gathering of be- 
tween two and three thousand, = It 
Was striking testimony to the interest

French Re-Capture Trenches 
At Thiaumont Taken 
By Germans.

LONDON, June 25 — The Russians 
have conquered the whole of the Aus- 
trian crown Jand of Bukowina, and 
the Austro-Hungarians are making 


their way toward the Carpathian 
passes. Kimpolung, in the southern 
part of Bukowina, has. been occupied 
by the Russians, and the Austrians 
have fallen back between that town 
and Jokobeny, and to the northwest 
have evacuated the heights south of 
Betrometti and Ulanic. 

Along the River Pruth, in their 
drive toward Kolomea, the Russians 
have captured Wilischoff and Touloun- 
off, The Austrians lost heavily in men 
made prisoners and in war stores left 
behind in the retreat. 

In Volhynia, Petrograd records the 
capture of a redoubt near Czartorysk, 
the repulse of attacks southwest of 
Lutsk, and an advance north of Rad- 
ziviloff, while Berlin reports the put- 
ting down of the Russian attacks to 
the east of Vadimir-Volynski, and west 
of Dubmo. Heavy fighting continues 
throughout this entire region,

mans trenches west of the Thiaumont 
redoubt, northeast of Verdun, and

Announcement Is Heard With Deep Regret by Congregation—Has 
Been 714 Years in Edmonton and Has Labored in’ West 
Since 1900—New Church Is One With | 
Historic Associations, 


Rev, F, W. Patterson, who for the 
past seven and one half years has 
been pastor of the First Baptist 
church, Edmonton, yesterday handed 
his resignation to the church, to take 
effect on the last day of July; and 
on the Ist of September will assume 
the pastorate of the First Baptist 
chureh, Winnipeg. The resignation 
Was accepted with extreme regret, 
and he was heartily thanked, not only 
for the splendid work he has accom- 
plished in connection with the church, 
but also for his invaluable gontribu- 
tions to the cause of temperfince and 
moral reform in the province. 

Pioneer Pastor of West, 

Mr. Patterson may almost claim to 
be a pioneer pastor of the west, for 
In the aren between Manitoba and 
the coast he has been preaching since 
January, 1900. Sinee that time, and 
before coming to Edmonton, he held 
a Winnipeg pastorate for three years, 
and a Calgary pastorate for four and 
a half years. No man has done more 
for the upbuilding of the Baptist de- 
nomination in tho west. He happily 
combined the eloquence of a pulpiteer 
with the outstanding gifts of an or- 
ganizer, and the growth of the Bap- 
tist churches in Calgary and Edmonton 
is largely due to his sphere of influ- 
ence and his unremitting labors, He 
started his ministerial career in Octo- 
ber, 1895, so that he can lay claim 
to a fairly long period of service in 
the cause he has so much at heart, 

In Alberta, however, he will be re- 
membered, altogether apart from his 
denominational work, for the strenu- 
ous and successful part he took in the 
prohibition campaign last year, He 
wrote much of the campaign litera- 
ture, he canvassed at all times and 
under all circumstances, and, because 
of the care with which he had studied 
*hed sermons that 
perhaps were more effectipe than any 
of the campaign speeches that were 
delivered throughout the length and 
breadth of the province. But, above 
all, he bearded the enemy in their 
dens; followed their campaign orator 
all over the province; and finally sue 
ceeded in inducing him to agree to 
publie debates, with disastrous results 
for the liquor men, For his public 
services in this connection he wi 
presented by his friends with an auto- 
mobile, 

Longest Pastorate in Career, 

Mr. Patterson was much affected 
yesterday when he announced his de- 
cision to his ehurch members, He 
pointed out that his pastorate at Kd- 
monton had been the longest in his 
career, and emphasized the cordial 
relations that had always existed be- 
tween himself and the members and 
deacons, He was not resigthing, he 
suid, to take over an easier task, for 
the church to which he was going was 
locate’ in the down-town section of 
the city, and there would be many 
difficult’ problems to deal with and 
a great deal of hard work.

At worst, Mexican lawlessness has 
done no more than to occasional 
ly slop over the border, German 
lawlessness marched over the bor- 
der with the mightiest 
machine ever devised, and boldly 
proclaimed that it was going to 
subjugate the world and govern 
it by right of might.

we find it easier to face death, It 
never would be easy under any clir- 
cumstance to face such a crushing loss 
of two sons, whose death leaves two 
homes desolate, Yet, somehow the 
hurden is shifted. The sorrow for 
each one's death is a sorrow shared 
by all and not by relatives alone, The 
motive that led them to sacrifice and 
death, dulls sorrow's sting. Death, 
moreover, under such circumstances, 
with life cut off so early and for others 
compels us to look beyond it to what 
must come after as its reward and jus- 
tification. Mind and heart are better 
prepared to accept the consolation of 
” glorious immortality and to receive 
the assurances of the risen redeeming 
Christ, who gave His life in sacrifice 
and who lives again. 

“We mourn for the dead in keen 
grief deploring the necessity of death. 
We are consoled in their sagrifice and 
comforted by their willingness to 
make it as well as by their courage 
in facing it. But while we sorrow we 
must hear the dead voices yet speak- 
ing.
